Dear Graduates, 


This has been an exciting and rewarding first year for me as Dean of the School 
of Dental Medicine. During this time we had three major challenges; a review 
by the IBHE's special Dental Education Committee, the ADA's accreditation site 
visit, and a directive to substantually trim the annual operating budget; and 
met them all successfully. 


Shortly after I came to SIU in August 1981, I was informed that the IBHE was 
forming a special committee in order to determine the need for the continued 
existence of the School of Dental Medicine. The faculty, students, and staff 

of SDM and the University administration at Edwardsville worked very hard and 
long to prepare for committee hearings in Alton and East St. Louis and to supply 
a voluminous amount of informational material for the IBHE. All involved did 

an outstanding job in helping to prove that the SDM was fulfilling its mission 
of educating dentists primarily for Southern and Central Illinois. Based on the 
written and verbal testimony of those who participated, the special committee 
concluded that the school was carrying out its Original goals and there was 
justification to continue the school. The committee made such a recommendation 
to the IBHE in December, and the Board approved the recommendation in January. 


In March the school had an accreditation site visit by the ADA Council on Dental 
Education to determine whether or not the SDM would maintain its "full approval" 
status. The SDM accreditation committee, headed by Dr. Philip Hoag, spent 18 
months preparing for this event and did an outstanding job. Everyone on campus-- 
faculty, staff, and students--cooperated fully with the committee and spent many 
hours preparing countless documents for review by the site team. During the March 
visit the SDM community made such a favorable impression that the ADA committee 
was convinced that the school was carrying out its academic responsibilities very 
well. Also, the school's excellent record in all aspects of dental education 
were noted by the visitors. Ultimately, the ADA Council on Dental Education, 
after reviewing the report of the site team, voted to continue the school's "full 
approval” accreditation status. 


Finally, under IBHE directive and compounded by the State's budgetary problems, 
the SDM operating budget faced significant reductions for the coming fiscal year. 
Fortunately, after carefully studying the budget to determine what areas could be 
safely reduced or eliminated without severely damaging the educational program 
of the school, this task was accomplished with a minimal loss of services and 
personnel. 


This has truly been a challenging year for the school and for me personally. In 
order for us to have successfully met these challenges, everyone in the school 
and the University administration cooperated fully. I would like to express my 
appreciation to all those who performed so admirably last year. It was their 
cooperation and support that made our first year together so outstanding and 


successful.

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Our institution faced the challenge this year of 
a site visit by the American Dental Association 
Council on Dental Education in order to 
establish the accreditation status of our 
school. 


Over the past few years, a number of possi- 
ble conditions militating continuation of full 
accreditation status have been mentioned by 
various critics. A questionable library building, 
barely adequate preclinical lab facilities, and 
the departure without replacement of several 
biomedical faculty members were considered 
significant shortcomings. The dental clinic 
itself, an efficient but overcrowded building 
originally conceived as a temporary structure, 
was considered to be the most evident 
stumbling block to full accreditation. In recent 
years the university has been campaigning for 
new clinic funds from the state government, 
and the general fear among the SDM com- 
munity was that only probational accredita- 
tion would be granted unless these provisions 
could be secured. 


The “new building” controversy has hung like 
a dark cloud over the university for years. In- 
itially, during the Cherrick era, a completely 
new facility was proposed which included a 
clinic, preclinical lab facilities, lecture rooms, 
and faculty offices. This comprehensive and 
expensive proposal initially showed some 
promise but fell under the ax of budgetary 
restrictions imposed by the state. More re- 
cent proposals recommended a_ building 
which would serve chiefly as a dental clinic, 
significantly reducing the financial burden of 
the state. 


The ADA accreditation representatives were 
given an informative, comprehensive view of 
the dental education facilities and curriculum 
by Dean Butts and the SDM accreditation 
committee. The representatives were par- 
ticularly impressed with the historic, serene 
setting of the school; exceptional programs 
within the curriculum such as the E. St. Louis 
Clinic and emphasis on the _ behavioral 
sciences; the applicant pool and admission 
program, and the quality of the student body. 
The chief shortcoming noted by the ADA 
representatives was the failure to replace lost 
biomedical faculty members, conceivably 
resulting in a less than optimal biomedical 
science program. Despite this, the school not 
only was awarded full accreditation status, 
but the ADA representatives were laudatory 
in their remarks to Dean Butts concerning our 
fine dental education program. 
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East St. Louis Satellite Clinic 


Southern Illinois University at East St. Louis, formerly the Fairmont 
Hotel. 


The East St. Louis Satellite Dental Clinic, which officially 
opened August 29, 1980, is located in a remodeled 
fourth-floor wing of SIUE’s East St. Louis Center. Pa- 
tients are accepted for care four days a week. 
Emergency treatment and comprehensive dental care 
is performed. 


The Clinic has nine operatories and is staffed by SIUE 
senior dental students, general practice residents, 
faculty, and civil service personnel. The senior 
students are currently scheduled to spend twelve days 
of the senior clinic at the East St. Louis facility. 


The Satellite Clinic not only serves as an exceptional 
educational opportunity, but also provides a much 
needed and appreciated service to the East St. Louis 
Community.
